Of course the seller of the 
wanted house would not care for that method, 
So the ignorant prospective buyer must give 
up the idea—or become educated.

PRESSURE IS FOR CONTINUED LOW 
MONEY RATES 


Babson Says Bond Market Will Be 
Greatly Helped by Lower Rates. Easy 
Money Also Helpful to Building 
and Business, though Effect May 
Be Delayed 

Babson Park, Florida, March 21, 1930. 
Powerful economic and political forces are 
now operating to keep money rates low. 
There are three very good reasons for this. 
First, business is quiet, and therefore, does 
not need its normal amount of credit. Second, 
interest rates have dropped all over the world, 
and the United States as a world financial 
center, must keep in line. The Bank of Eng- 
land rate is now at four per cent, and the 
Federal Reserve rediscount rate has recently 
been lowered to three and one-half per cent. 
Authorities feel that the lowering of our rate 
was necessary to prevent a pull to this 
country of the world’s gold. Resumption of 
gold imports is the last thing our banking 
leaders want to see. Third, the Administra- 
tion at Washington wants low money to 
stimulate building and relieve unemploy- 
ment. Pressure to keep rates low will be 
strong particularly in view of the coming 
November elections 

Aside from lowering the rediscount rate to 
three and one-half per cent, the Federal 
Reserve System can release further credit 
which will operate to keep market rates low 
through the simple expedient of making 
heavier purchases of Government securities. 
Such a policy now seems likely to be followed. 
Call money rates are now around three and 
one-half to four per cent whereas a year ago 
they were ten per cent. Commercial paper 
rates are now from four and one-fourth to 
four and one-half per cent whereas they were 
five and one-half to six per cent last year. 
Rates on 60 to 90 day acceptances are now 
three and one-half to three and three-eighths 
per cent compared with five and one-fourth 
per cent last year. 


Bond Market Should Be Greatly 
Stimulated 

I look to see the most immediate and pro- 
nounced effect of lower money on the bond 
market. There are several reasons why this 
should be so. First of all, the member banks 
of the Federal Reserve System will use a 
large part of any additional credit to buy 
bonds since they cannot employ all of it in 
commercial loans because of the slack de 
mand. Moreover, these member banks are 
now pretty well paid up on their rediscounts 
and are in a position to make heavier pur- 
chases of investment securities. This should 
be a decided stimulus to bond buying and 
hence a factor toward higher bond prices 

Another immediate cause for stimulation 
of bond prices is the economic law that as 
interest rates decline bond prices improve 
Being tixed interest bearing securities bond 
interest rates cannot be reduced, so they 
conform to the general rate for money by a 
rise in market prices which reduces the yield 
to the level of the going market. Holders of 
good bonds bought at a discount naturally 
benefit from this price appreciation. 

A third effect of cheap money will be to 
stimulate the issue of municipal bonds, 
States, cities and towns will be much more 
willing to borrow by bond issue when they 
can get the money for from three to four per

Revival of interest in the municipal 
bond market will naturally help the market 
for other bonds. 


\side from the effect of money rates, bonds 
are helped by the current trend of declining 
commodity prices. In the last analysis it is 
the purchasing power which determines the 
value of a bond, and as the general price 
level of commodities declines their purchasing 
power advances. 


Easy money of itself need not cause exces- 
sive stock speculation. In every period of low 
stock prices money rates have also been at 
low levels. It is true, of course, that, given a 
rising trend of commodity prices and in- 
creasing industrial profits, easy money 
conditions are favorable to rising stock 
prices. That there is little danger of a run- 
away stock market as a result of the present 
policy of easy money seems likely from the 
fact that commodity prices are still declining, 
and the outlook for general business profits 
in the immediate future remains uncertain. 
Therefore, the banking authorities are 
inclined to believe they can safely increase 
the supply of credit and maintain low rates 
without running the risk of unduly encour- 
aging stock speculation, 


Some Kinds of Building Will Be 
Stimulated 

Easy money will be favorable to certain 
kinds of building. It will help along the 
government and municipal projects by 
making it easier to float bonds. The same is 
true in certain public utility, railroad, and 
industrial construction. It does not mean 
however, that types of building that are 
already overdone will experience a further 
boom merely because money becomes ayail- 
able at low rates. The law of supply and 
demand must be considered as well as money 
supply, Furthermore, mortgage money for 
residential purposes is still tight and it may 
take some time for the increased supply of 
credit in the financial centers to spread out 
into the real estate mortgage field. Conditions 
in this field are largely governed by local 
circumstance and will await a general 
redistribution of credit before responding to 
the central banking policies of easier money. 


Easy Money A Helpful Factor to Business 
but Effect May Be Delayed 

As already stated, easy money conditions 

will prove of immediate help to the bond 

market. Later building of certain types 

should be stimulated, and finally the bene- 

ficial effects should be felt on general business. 


There are still many rough spots to be ironed 
out. Plentiful credit in itself is not a sufficient 
reason to expect an immediate boom in 
business. If the commodity price situation 
offers no incentive to ¢ ion, money rates 


alone cannot do it. Money has been plentiful 
in past business recessions, but only when 
the readjustment complete have its 
beneficial effects begun to be felt. Low 
money is a favorable factor to business in 
that it removes the serious retarding influence 
which high money rat mpose. In other 
words, this question of low money rates and 
business is like the ne vho was treed by a 
bear. He prayed: “O Lord! if you can’t help 
me, for goodness sak« in’t help that bear.” 
Similarly, all that busine ks is that money 
conditions remain neut Chen, at least the 
way will be prepared for better times when 
other factors in the situation are right for an 
upward trend. 1

rhe survey shows that while New England 
comprises only two per cent of the area of the 
country, it contains seven per cent of the 
country’s wealth. In the three year period, 
1925-1928, New England’s population in- 
creased at the rate of 312 a day, or 342,474 in 
three years, bringing the total up to 8,276,- 
000, 

lhe survey shows a gain of $116 in the per 
capita wealth of New England between 1921 
and 1927, whereas there was a loss of $45 in 
the same figure for the nation at large in the 
same period, 

Over six and one half billion dollars rep- 
resents the annual income of New England, 
or roughly, nine per cent of the country’s 
total. Manufacturing is the largest single 
source of this income, being responsible for 
about one third, Factory workers are receiv- 
ing an average wage fourteen per cent 
greater than that received in 1919, which in 
round figures amounts to an increase of about 
$146 a year. The individual bank deposits 
represent twelve and one half per cent of the 
total such deposits of the country, amounting 
in 1929 to over six and one third billion dol- 
lars. Fourteen per cent of the country’s 
savings depositors are in New England and 
they deposit over sixteen per cent of the 
country’s total savings. Similarly New Eng- 
landers have more than their share of life 
insurance, seven per cent of the total popula- 
tion having seven and one third per cent of 
the life insurance written in the United 
States. 

Education is in a position which upholds 
New England's traditions. There are twice 
as many schools in a given area in New Eng- 
land as there are in the country as a whole, 
and the students remain the schools longer. 
New England’s private schools have over 
thirteen per cent of the enrollment in such 
schools in the country. The public schools 
have a total annual enrollment of more than 
one and one half million. The college enroll- 
ment comprises eight per cent of the coun- 
try’s total 


Long Freight Trains 

The average number of cars carrted 
by freight trains In 1923 was 48 per 
train, The Erle railroad ran a train 
of 251 cars, 8,547 feet long, on July 
28, 1914. The train weighed 17,912 
tons. In November, 1914, the New 
Haven ran a train from Victoria, Va., 
to Roanoke of 201 cars, 8,482 feet long, 
weighing 14,578 tons and making the 
128 miles In 7 hours and 35 minutes. 
Both the New Haven and Virginian 
trains had only four loaded cars. The 
Canadian Pacific ran a wheat train of 
135 cars, weighing 8,275 tons. This Is 
about the heaviest train run for that 
number of cars
